The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Regarding 
independent claim 1 , the prior ad of record neither shows nor suggest a plasma display 
device comprised of, in part, a UV light reflective layer covering only a portion of the 
protective layer, along with the other limitations of the claim.
